every side. But the church is impotent, 
even with all her vast resources, and la 
as a strong man bound when she Is not 
holy. 
It is not, therefore, that the 


church is weak by reason of any belief 
in evolution's disclosure of the Divine 
method, not because of the new socio- 
logical Jemand for practical Chrlctlan- 
ity, but because she misappropriates 
her wealth, too often bares her arm, 
but to beat the air with Its splendid 
strength, and, sorrowful the confession, 
by sinful worldllness separates herself 
from the one source of power.

HERE is great ditierencei of opinion as to the 


future of Mnrcns A. Hairia in regard to his 


prominence in national politics. There are minors 
that he is entirely overcome by the death of Presi- 
dent McKlnley; that he will voluntarily retire from 


active politics and that he will resign his seat in the 
Senate after the next session of Congress. But such 
ts hardly characteristic of the man, and the proba- 
bilities are that such reports are not well founded. 
While it was mainly McKinley's popularity that 
twice secured him the Republican nomination for 
President, theie is no disputing the fact that Hanna 
had more to do than any other man in arranging 
the details which accomplished the results.

er can it be denied that he exerted a powerful, and 
some of the time at least, almost a dominating influ- 
ence over the administration. He had taken no in- 
terest in national politics unlil he undertook the 
management of the first campaign for the nomina- 
tion of McKinley. He was such an unknown quan- 
tity that his ability for such 
»vork was under-esti- 


mated by rival candidates, and to their disaopoint- 
ment. 
After the result of the- election he created 


more surprise at the ingenuity he displayed id get- 
ting hitnsolf into a position of influence that was 
not encumbered with great official responsibility, a 
seat in the United States Senate, and he continued 
a close adviser of the President till the end. 


That he will be so much deferred to by Presi- 


dent Roosevelt is improbable. This is not saying 
that the protesta'ion of friendship, and kindly con- 
sideration, already made by the two men is not sin- 
cere, but Roosevelt would not naturally select Han- 
ua as bis right hand man, whatever may be bis am- 
bition, of which he cannot be bereft. If he purpos- 
es to be a candidate in 1904, he will have his own 
ideas as to how it should be brought about, and he 
will rely upon men to aid and advise him who have 
longer been his intimates than has Hanna. 
If the 


latter is adapted to earnestly serve without dictat- 
ing, a trial that has not been pronounced in his pub- 
lic career, he can be helpful and will probably be 
permitted to bt- so. If he cannot so adapt himself, 
his interest will naturally grow cooler, and his ac- 
tivity less marked. The real test of the size of the 


man, 
and his versatility, i=> to come during the next 


two yearb as it never came before. 


There are those who believe he will triumphant- 


ly meet it and there are also these who are confi- 
dent that he will lay down the leadership through 
the sheer force of circumstances, and without any 
deliberate unfriendliness on his part or on the part 
of the President

made at the next session of Congress to divest the
